Study links poor education 
to premature deaths in U.S. 

The differences in mortality between high- 
ly educated and poorly educated people in 
the United States is very wide and growing 
wider, according to new research. 

The risk of dying prematurely is on the 
increase for Americans with less than a high 
school education — and rising most quickly 
for white women in that category. In con- 
trast, the risk of premature death is falling 
for college graduates — and declining fast- 
est for black men. 

White high school dropouts are four 
times as likely to die young as white college 
graduates, up from a three -fold risk in the 
early 1990s. 

A similar but less dramatic trend is true 
for blacks, as well. 

The study, published online Tuesday, is the 
second this spring to reveal an ominous trend 
toward worsening health and early death in 
parts of the U.S. population, especially cer- 
tain groups of women. 

“Socioeconomic disparity in mortality 
is pervasive, and it continues to increase,” 
said Ahmedin Jemal, an epidemiologist at 
the American Cancer Society who led the

Evangelist

Senate: Stop Oil Reserve Shipments 


Lawmakers vote 97-1 
to halt stockpiling in 
hopes of easing prices 

WASHINGTON | The Senate, in a 
direct challenge to President Bush, 
voted Tuesday to temporarily halt 
the shipment of thousands of bar- 
rels of oil per day into the govern- 
ment’s emergency reserve. 

Both Democrats and Republi- 
cans said such shipments make no 
sense when oil is costing more than 


$120 per barrel and could be better 
used to add supplies to a tight mar- 
ket and possibly lower prices. 

“We are buying the most expen- 
sive crude oil in the history of the 
world and storing it,” said Sen. 
Byron Dorgan, D-N.D. “When 
American consumers are burning 
at the stake by high energy prices, 
the government ought not be car- 
rying the wood.” 

Until both chambers of Congress 
pass the emergency reserve direc- 
tive and Bush signs it — or Con-

gress enacts it over a presidential 
veto — the legislation has no force 
of law. But the Senate’s message to 
the president was a strong one. 

With Republicans joining Demo- 
crats, senators voted 97-1 to suspend 
the shipments — averaging about 
70,000 barrels per day — until the 
end of the year. Only Sen. Wayne 
Allard, R-Colo., voted against the 
measure. 

The House was scheduled to vote 
on a similar directive later Tuesday.

Innovative Pop Artist Dies

Rauschenberg’s work 
blurred lines between 
different art media 

TAMPA, FLA. | Robert Rauschenberg, 
whose use of odd and everyday arti- 
cles earned him a reputation as a 
pioneer in pop art but whose tal- 
ents spanned the worlds of paint- 
ing, sculpture and dance, has died, 
his gallery representative said Tues- 
day. He was 82. 

Rauschenberg didn’t mine popu- 
lar culture wholesale as Andy War- 
hol did with Campbell’s soup cans 
and Roy Lichtenstein did with 
comicbooks. 

Instead, his “combines” — incon- 
gruous combinations of three- 
dimensional objects and paint 
— shared pop’s blurring of art and 
objects from modern life. 

He also responded to his pop col- 
leagues and began incorporating 
up-to-the-minute photographed 
images in his works in the 1960s, 
including, memorably, pictures of 


John F. Kennedy. 

Among Rauschenberg’s most 
famous works was “Bed,” created 
after he woke up in the mood to 
paint but had no money for a canvas. 
His solution was to take the quilt off 
his bed and use paint, toothpaste 
and fingernail polish. 

Not to be limited by paint, 


Rauschenberg was a sculptor and 
choreographer and even won a 1984 
Grammy Award for best album 
package for the Talking Heads 
album “Speaking in Tongues.” 

“I’m curious,” he said in a rare 
interview in 1997- “It’s very reward- 
ing. I’m still discovering things every 

day.” MITCH STACY (AP)

Despite the economic downturn 
and the muttered rumblings of the word 
“recession,” jobseekers holding a security 
clearance still enjoy bright prospects, 
especially if they offer employers a skill 
set that combines soft skills with industry 
knowledge. 


“The economy does have some 
impact on a job search , but there is always 
uncertainty in the marketplace,” says 
Kathleen Smith, CMO of ClearedJobs.Net, 
a Northern Virgin la- based firm that links 
security cleared jobseekers and employers 
with security cleared positions, both in 
the Washington metropolitan area and 
nationwide as well.

Then assess the skills needed for other 
positions that interest you, says Frame. 
Look at position descriptions or job ads 
to consider both promotions within your 
current organization which interest you and 
external opportunities. 

Cnee you have assessed your current 
competencies versus needed ones, 
develop a plan. Frame advises: 

• Pick one competency you want to 
work on. 

• Identify your goal and what steps are 
needed to achieve it. Keep the steps 
small but be specific. 

• Put in a timeframe 

• Identify how you will know you have 
achieved your goal. That is your 
measure of success. 

Next, ask others for help. “Soft skills 
by their nature involve working with others, 
so you need others to help you develop 
yours,” Frame suggests. Share your plan 
with your boss, a mentor, or a talented co- 
worker and ask for their assistance. Find 
a person who does well what you want to 
learn: model yourself after that individual 
and ask for his or her advice or assistance. 
You need feedback as you make changes 
and you need opportunities to practice 
your new ideas. 

Resources you can tap. Frame 
recommends, include: 

• educational, developmental, or 
training opportunities at your work 
or classes at local schools and 
colleges 


• meetings or seminars on the topic 
held by professional groups 

• volunteer activities 

• developing and practicing these skills 
with a mentor or boss 

• online courses followed by practice 
with a friend or co-worker 

• books on the topic, followed by 
practice at work or in a volunteer 
group 

• setting up your own group of co- 
workers or friends to learn and 
practice with. 

Then it’s time to practice, 
practice, practice. At first, you are likely 
to feel awkward or self-conscious as you 
apply your new knowledge at work or at 
home. Frame acknowledges. But you will 
notice that far more than others will. So 
tamp down your nervousness and plan to 
practice. Ask your co-workers, a mentor, or 
friend for feedback and specific information 
on what you did well and what still needs 
work. “Often keeping a record of what you 
have tried and what results you got will 
help you to keep going and to improve,” 
Frame advises. 

When you feel comfortable with your 
new skill, reward yourself. Frame suggests. 
Pick a reward. Then keep on using the new 
skill as needed. 

Finally, tackle another area. “No, it 
never ends,” says Frame. “Not if you want 
to succeed at work or in life.”

Chinese Quake Toll Soars 


More than 12,000 
dead as rescue workers 
search for survivors 

MIANYANG, CHINA I Soldiers hiking 
over landslide-blocked roads reached 
the epicenter of China’s devastating 
earthquake Tuesday, pulling bodies 
and a few survivors from collapsed 
buildings. The death toll of more 
than 12,000 is certain to rise as 
the buried are found. 

Rescuers worked through a 
steady rain as they searched wrecked 
towns across hilly stretches of Sich- 
uan province that were stricken by 
Monday’s magnitude-7.9 quake, Chi-

na’s deadliest in three decades. 

Tens of thousands of homeless 
spent a second night outdoors, some

As night fell, a first wave of 200 
troops entered the town of Wench- 
uan, near the epicenter, trudging 
across ruptured roads and mud- 
slides, state television said. Ini- 
tial reports from soldiers said one 
nearby town could account for only 
2,300 survivors out of 9,000 people, 
China Central Television said. 

At least 12,012 deaths occurred 
in Sichuan, state media reported. 

Bowing to public calls, Beijing 
Olympics organizers scaled down 
the boisterous ongoing torch relay, 
saying Wednesday’s leg in the south- 
eastern city of Ruijin will begin with

Clashes kill 11 people 
in Sadr City despite 
new cease-fire deal 

BAGHDAD I A shaky cease-fire 
appeared to take hold Tuesday in 
Baghdad’s Sadr City, after a cler- 
ic who brokered the deal for Shi- 
ite fighters said they would honor 
it, even after clashes left at least 
11 dead and 19 wounded. 

The pact was intended to stop 
seven weeks of fighting between 
U.S. -supported Iraqi troops and 
Shiite extremists who have fired 
more than 1,000 mortars and rock- 
ets into the Green Zone. But the 
cease-fire did not start well, with 
clashes Monday and Tuesday. 

Iraqi medics reported 11 killed 
and 19 wounded. The U.S. military 
said Tuesday it could confirm the 
deaths of six militants. 

The Sadr City fighting and cease- 
fire have brought into question the 
authority of anti-American cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr. Al-Sadr signed 
a cease-fire agreement in August, 
but Shiite militiamen have recently 
ignored those orders. 

Nevertheless, a pro -Sadr cleric 
said Tuesday the cease-fire would be 
enforced. “We signed an agreement 
and we are loyal to the agreement 
we reached,” said Sheik Salah al- 
Obeidi, an aide to al-Sadr. (ap) 


Bomb Blasts Kill 60 People in India 


Militants suspected 
in 7 explosions in 
popular tourist areas 

NEW DELHI I A series of bombs 
exploded across the ancient city of 
Jaipur on Tuesday, killing at least 60 
people and transforming busy mar- 
kets, a jewelry bazaar and a Hindu 
temple into scenes of carnage. 

All seven blasts were within the 
old walls of the western city known 
for its pink-hued palaces, and sus- 
picion quickly fell on Islamic mili- 


tant groups blamed for a string of 
attacks in India in recent years. 
Police said an eighth bomb was 
found and defused by police. 

“Obviously, it’s a terrorist plot,” 
said A.S. Gill, the police chief of 
Rajasthan, the state where Jaipur 
is located. “The way it has been 
done, the attempt was to cause 
the maximum damage to human 
life,” he said. 

The explosions began around 
7:30 p.m. One blast went off at 
a market near a crowded temple 
dedicated to the Hindu monkey

god Hanuman. 

A senior Rajasthan police offi- 
cer, A.K. Jain, said 60 people were 
killed and 150 wounded. 

No one claimed responsibility 
for the attack, as is the case with 
most bombings in India. But with- 
in hours of the blasts, authorities 
were suggesting that blame would 
eventually fall on Pakistan and the 
Islamic militant groups New Delhi 
accuses it of backing. 

“One can’t rule out the involve- 
ment of a foreign power,” said India’s 
junior home minister, Sriprakash 
Jaiswal, using language common- 
ly understood to refer to Pakistan.

Fenty’s $5.7B Budget Is Approved 


Plan includes doubling 
cigarette tax, closing 
Klingle Road for good 

The D.C. Council approved Mayor 
Adrian M. Fenty’s $5.7 billion 
spending plan for fiscal 2009 
Tuesday after inserting several 
amendments, including doubling 
the cigarette tax to $2 and perma- 
nently closing Klingle Road in Rock 
Creek Park. 

There was little discussion about 
the long list of changes designed 


to stay within the mayor’s conser- 
vative budget but also to meet the 
council’s goals. The council spent 
just two hours in Tuesday’s meet- 
ing, mostly explaining some of the 
budget highlights. 

Council Chairman Vincent C. 
Gray, a Democrat, navigated com- 
peting interests — often behind the 
scenes — to fill a $35 million bud- 
get shortfall, provide $18 million for 
after-school and arts programs, secure 
another $18 million for school mod- 
ernization and find $21 miQion to give 
small businesses for tax relief 


KLINGLE ROAD’S FATE 

The council rejected Council 
member Jim Graham’s efforts 
to restore $2M in funding in 
the budgetthatwould have 
reopened Klingle Road, thecon- 
troversial path through Rock 
Creek Park whose fate has been 
up for debate for 17 years. 

The vote was 10-3. Graham 
was joined by members Muriel 
Bowser, D-Ward 4, and Carol 
Schwartz, R-At Large. 


But Fenty’s administration 
was not entirely happy, particu- 
larly with the public safety bud- 
get. The council stripped $6 mil- 
lion from unused salaries of vacant 
positions to pay for the small busi- 
ness tax breaks. 

The council also cut more than 
$800,000 from a controversial 
video surveillance program that 
links thousands of city-owned 
video cameras together — a move 
that civil libertarians have said 
is a further invasion of privacy.

NBA I The New York Knicks intro- 
duced Mike D’Antoni as their new 
coach Tuesday, hoping his high- 
scoring brand of basketball will 
turn around a team with seven 
straight losing seasons. 

DAntoni agreed to leave the 
Suns for the Knicks on Saturday, 
taking over a team coming off a 
23-59 finish. He replaces Isiah 
Thomas, who was fired last month 
after going 56-108 in two seasons. 

DAntoni won at least 54 games 
each of the last four seasons and 
earned coach of the year honors in 
2005. He is known as one of the 
NBAs top offensive minds, running 
a system that helped Steve Nash 
win two MVP awards and making 
the Suns one of the league’s most 
exciting teams. 

He brings his entertaining sys- 
tem to a team that seems ill-suit- 
ed to run it. The Knicks aren’t a 
quick team, with Eddy Curry and 
Zach Randolph up front and an 
unclear situation at point guard, 
but D’Antoni vows he will come 
up with a scheme that works with 
this group. 

“I look at the roster and that’s 
the roster I’m going to win with,” 
D’Antoni said at a news conference 
at Madison Square Garden. 

“My focus is to win this com- 
ing year,” he said. “I know we need 
to win so that’s my whole focus.”

NBA PLAYOFFS I The usual beds. The 
usual lockers. The usual baskets. 

The usual questions. 

The Celtics are back in Boston for 
Game 5 of their Eastern Conference 
semifinal against the Cleveland Cav- 
aliers, back where they’re unbeaten 
so far in the playoffs after a regu- 
lar season in which they posted an 
NBA-best 35-6 home record. 

But it’s their 0-5 road record 
that has them worrying. 

“There is some frustration,” cen- 
ter P. J. Brown said Tuesday after the 
team’s walkthrough and film ses- 
sion.

Despite going 31-10 away from 
Boston in the regular season — also 
an NBA best — the Celtics have yet 
to win on the road in the playoffs. 
The slump allowed the lowly Atlan- 
ta Hawks to force them to a sev- 
enth game in the first round, and 
it could be their doom against the 
more formidable Cavaliers and star 
LeBron James.

When asked whether there was 
a danger that his players were using 
their home -court advantage as a 
crutch, Celtics coach Doc Rivers 
said, “The danger is that you’re play- 
ing on the road right now against 
really good teams. 

“We earned that right to have 
home- court advantage,” he said.

We haven’t played well on the 
road, and we have to do better.” 

Thanks to their 66-16 regular- 
season record, the Celtics could 
theoretically win their 17th NBA 
title without ever winning a road 
game.

Walsh Tapes Add 
Little to 'Spygate’ 


Commissioner says he 
doesn’t expeet any new 
punishment for Pats 

NFL I Former Patriots video assis- 
tant Matt Walsh disclosed no new 
rules violations in the Spygate scan- 
dal during his meeting with NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell or in 
the tapes that the league released 
Tuesday. 

The clips, shown after Walsh’s 
nearly 334-hour meeting with 
Goodell, cut between shots of oppos- 
ing coaches sending in signals and 
the play that followed. 

“The fundamental information 
that Matt provided was consistent 
with what we disciplined the Patri- 
ots for last fall,” said Goodell, who 
didn’t anticipate punishing the team 
any further. 

The most scandalous part of the 
tapes shown before Goodell’s news 
conference had nothing to do with 
stealing signals — it was several 
minutes of close-ups of San Diego 
Chargers cheerleaders performing 
during a 2002 game. 

Walsh did not comment after 
leaving the NFL offices. He next 
headed to Washington for a meet- 
ing with Sen. Arlen Specter, arriving 
at 2 p.m. for that session. Specter, 
the senior Republican on the Sen- 


ate Judiciary Committee, has been 
critical of the NFL’s handling of the 
investigation. 

Specter postponed his news 
conference to Wednesday after his 
meeting with Walsh ran long. 

The Spygate investigation 
began after the NFL confiscated 
tapes from a Patriots employee 
who recorded the New York Jets’ 
defensive signals from the sideline 
during the 2007 opener. New Eng- 
land coach Bill Belichick was fined 
$500,000, while the team was fined 
$250,000 and forced to forfeit its 
2008 first-round draft choice. 

Asked if he considered the mat- 
ter closed, Goodell said, “As I stand 
before you today, and having met 
with Matt Walsh and more than 50 
other people, I don’t know where 
else I would turn.” 

Walsh had no knowledge of any- 
body with the Patriots taping the 
Rams’ final walkthrough leading 
up to the 2002 Super Bowl, Goodell 
said. The Boston Herald reported 
in February that an unidentified 
employee illegally recorded the 
walkthrough before New England, 
a two -touchdown underdog, upset

“We’ll never know how sound he 
could be,” said Ken Carson, a pedi- 
gree adviser in Pilot Point, Texas. 
“He could run 100 more times, but 
given what he’s done at the race- 
track, that won’t happen. Geneti- 
cally, we won’t know how many 
races he has in him.” 

Such is business these days. But 
while the trend has proved highly 
lucrative for owners who can fetch 
far more from breeding their young 
stars than racing them, some in 
the industry say durability is now 
becoming an afterthought. Those 
fears were heightened in the Derby 
when the second-place finisher, the 
filly Eight Belles, broke both ankles 
and was euthanized. 

Although the cause of the break- 
down remains unknown, Larry 
Bramlage, the on-track veterinari- 
an at Churchill Downs, says the thor- 
oughbred breed is getting weaker in 
part because top stallions and mares 
are now judged largely by their abil- 
ity to produce foals that win early 
races with colossal payouts. 

A look at Big Brown’s pedigree 
underscores the way the breeding 
business has focused on mating 
horses with top-heavy careers. 

His sire. Boundary ran only eight 
times — all sprints — before an inju-

ry ended his racing days at age 4. Big 
Brown’s dam. Mien, made only two 
starts. And each ofthe Derby winner’s 
grand-sires raced three times. 

Compare those statistics with 
those from two generations ear- 
lier on Big Brown’s family tree 
— Round Table made 66 career 
starts. Admiral’s Voyage 52 and 
Nearctic 47. 

“If we keep breeding the short 
careers together, we’re going to get 
short careers,” Bramlage said. “If we 
want durability, we have to select for 
it — and we don’t. We select for their 
ability to win.” Jeffrey mcmurray (ap) 


Derby’s Gayego Joins Preakness 


HORSE RACING I Looks like Big Brown 
won’t be the lone Kentucky Derby 
horse in the Preakness after all. 

Gayego, who finished 17th in the 
Derby on May 3, was added to the 
Preakness field Tuesday. Of the 19 
horses Big Brown beat in the Derby, 
he will be the only one to seek a 
rematch Saturday at Pimlico. 

Gayego won the Arkansas Derby 


in his first race on the dirt, yet the 
colt encountered difficulty from the 
outset in the Derby. 

But he has been sharp in work- 
outs since a disappointing finish. 

“That’s the reason we are think- 
ing about [the Preakness],” trainer 
Paulo Lobo said Monday. “He’s very 
happy right now and he came back

Annika to Retire 
After This Season 


At 37, one of the best 
women golfers ever is 
ready to leave on top 

WOMEN’SGOLFI Annika Sorenstam 
will retire after the season, ending 
an LPGA Tour career in which she 
has won 72 tournaments to date and 
delivered a defining moment when 
she teed it up against the men on 
the PGA Tour. 

“I think I’ve achieved more than 
I ever thought I could,” she said dur- 
ing a news conference Tuesday at the 
Sybase Classic in Clifton, N. J. “I have 
given it all, and it’s been fun.” 

The 37-year-old Sorenstam has 
hinted at retirement the past several 
seasons, saying she wanted to devote 
more time to her growing business 
and to start a family. She is engaged 
to Mike McGee, son of former PGA 
Tour player Jerry McGee. 

“This would be very much like 
Annika to get on top and then quit,” 
said Judy Rankin, a Hall of Famer 
and television analyst. 

Sorenstam said her final event 
would be the Dubai Ladies Masters 
after the LPGA Tour season ends. 

The decision comes two days 
after Sorenstam won the Mich- 
elob Ultra Open at Kingsmill by 
seven shots for her third victory of 
the season, and first against a Reid 
that included Lorena Ochoa. 

“I just hope to continue this 
momentum,” Sorenstam said after 
winning. “I’m feeling it. It’s turning 
around, and so I can’t wait for the 
next month or so to come with big

tournaments, and I’m excited.” 

Sorenstam dominated women’s 
golf like few others, especially dur- 
ing a five-year period when she won 
43 times and finished among the 
top three nearly 70 percent of the 
time.

— the only woman to shoot 59, 10 
majors, eight LPGA player of the 
year awards and one of six women 
to complete the career Grand Slam 

— she became most famous for test- 
ing herself against the men. 

Sorenstam became the first 
woman in 58 years to compete on 
the PGA Tour when she played at 
the Colonial in 2003. She missed the 
cut but earned worldwide respect for 
the way she handled herself amid

A Euro Wannabe 


Saturn Astra lives up 
to its Opel namesake 
from across the pond 

MAIS OUl 1 The Saturn Aura is the 
Opel Vectra by any other name. 
And, with the Saturn Astra sporty 
hatch, GM has dispensed with even 
the formality of renaming. This car 
is exactly the same Opel Astra you’d 
rent at Charles de Gaulle airport. 

The new U.S. version — roll- 
ing into Saturn dealerships now 
— comes in three- and five -door 
models. 

None of the tensed ligaments 
and bunched muscle — the over- 
all sense of ready athleticism — 
of the Euro -spec model has been 
relaxed for American consumption. 
This is a stiff, flat- cornering little 
road racer that is hugely entertain- 
ing to drive, even if it is just slightly, 
um, boisterous. 

The steering wheel is fat and 
heavy in your hands; the ratio is 
quick and the response off center 
immediate. Give it a little tug to 
the right or left and the car tacks 
instantly with big, biting turn-in. 

This is a punchy little unit and 
fairly well balanced in its mission 
between performance and fuel 
economy. 

But, beware, the Astra is no 
straight-line hero. The on-tap 
horsepower is sufficient to push 
the 2, 833 -pound car out of its own 
way, and around town it doesn’t feel

weak-limbed. But avoid impromptu 
drag races. 

Also, if I had but one wish for 
the Astra, it would be that the car 
had a sixth overdrive gear. 

At highway speeds, the engine 
sounds a little fevered, and fuel 
economy falls off badly (as the 
instantaneous fuel consumption 
readout will tell you). 

The Opel — um, sorry — the 
Saturn Astra is by no means a 
perfect car. The interior design 
is a bit of a rubberized mess, and 
the monochrome digital display 
in the center of the dash looks like 
something from the Mongolian 
space program. 

But it’s well equipped, a great 
value, surprisingly comfortable

Boat tours give a good 
look at the Windy Qty s 
renowned buildings 

DESTINATIONS I The boat glides 
under the Michigan Avenue bridge 
and heads into the heart of the city, 
as the shimmering white Wrigley 
Building and neo- Gothic Tribune 
Tower rise to the north. 

It passes the corncob -like Mari- 
na Towers, the sprawling Merchan- 
dise Mart, and glass-and-steel sky- 
scrapers — a tapestry of new and 
old that draws architecture enthu- 
siasts from around the world to the 
city that famed architect Daniel 
Burnham once called his “Paris 
on the Prairie.” 

“I knew I was going to be coming 
to Chicago, and the one thing that I 
wanted to do was the river cruise,” 
said Kristen Moore, 35, of Phoenix, 
snapping photos on the tour. 

“There’s so much history in the 
buildings here.” 

The city’s rise in the world of

architecture began after the Great 
Chicago Fire of 1871 destroyed swaths 
of buildings, and the late 19 th cen- 
tury saw the city’s architects become 
world leaders — designing everything 
from the employee-packed skyscrap- 
ers to quaint homes that make up the 
Bungalow Belt. 

Isolated from the East Coast’s 
European influences, Chicago’s 
historic architects were known for 
putting aside common ideas about 
design, creating a unique and dif- 
ferent way of building. 

So innovative were their ideas 
that Chicago is considered the home 
of the modern skyscraper. Among 
the most famous are the 110 -story 
Sears Tower — the tallest building in 
the U.S. — and the Hancock Tower 
along Lake Michigan. 

“We have always thought big,” 
says Charles Stanford, a docent and 
architecture expert with the Archi- 
tecture Foundation. “Chicago was 
always bold about the way we built. 
We sort of really do believe that the 
sky is the limit.” caryn rousseau (ap)

Coldplay Gives Back 



Rock band thanks 
fans with a free 
single and concerts 

MUSIC I Coldplay ’s “Viva La Vida 
or Death and All His Friends” 
will be released June 12 interna- 
tionally and on June 17 in North 
America. “Viva La Vida” is a bold 
musical statement by a group that 
frontman Chris Martin says had 
grown to feel “a little dirty” by the 
end of its last campaign. 

In a bold move to reassert its 
close relationship with its fans, 
Coldplay made the opening sin- 
gle, “Violet Hill,” available as a free 
download April 29, shifting more 
than 2 million units in its week of 
being available for free, according 
to the band’s label, EMI. A cover- 
mounted 7-inch vinyl edition of 
the single was given away with the 
May 10 issue of British music weekly 
NME — the only physical version of 
the single to be made available. 

Martin, the band’s vocal focus, 
offers a typically relaxed and real- 
istic interpretation. 

“Of course we want to sell a lot 
of records,” Martin says. “But we 
want to get right back to the root of 
everything, by saying, ‘Here you go, 
have a song, have a concert.’ All that 
other stuff we have to do because 
we’re in contract, but it’s just start- 


ing from that place. It makes us feel 
good as a group of people.” 

“More than ever, you’ve got to 
give people a reason to be excited 
about music,” drummer Will Cham- 
pion adds. “With content being so 
available, you just want to give peo- 
ple as much as possible.” 

Coldplay will also stage free gigs 
June 16 in London and New York. 
Tickets will be offered in a contest 
via coldplay.com. The free shows 
will be followed by extensive touring 


throughout 2008 and beyond. 

The new album, produced by 
Brian Eno and Markus Dravs, 
sounds like a band quite certain 
of its sonic and creative course. It 
was made during a very deliberate 
period out of the limelight for the 
band as a whole. 

The album begins with “Life 
in Technicolor,” which picks up 
speed after a contemplative start 
that Martin says is intended to 
sound like the band is “coming 


over the hill.” 

That eases into “Cemeteries of 
London,” an atmospheric piece that 
opens on his distinctive vocals but 
grows into the type of large-scale 
production that characterizes much 
of the album, highly percussive and 
with strident guitar. Overall, the 
album has a flavor of rich instru- 
mentation and occasional experi- 
mentation but is almost always 
instantly recognizable as Cold- 
play.

D E B u T I Scarlett Johansson describes 
the recording of her Tom Waits cov- 
ers album, “Anywhere I Lay My 
Head,” as an “intimate experience

Doctors try out text 
messaging to connect 
with young patients 

4gt yr meds? Getting kids to 
remember their medicine may be 
a text message away. 

Cincinnati doctors are experi- 
menting with texting to tackle a 
big problem: Tweens and teens 
too often do a lousy job of control- 
ling chronic illnesses like asthma, 
diabetes or kidney disease. 

It’s a problem long recognized 
in adults, particularly for illnesses 
that can simmer without obvious 
symptoms until it’s too late. But only 
now are doctors realizing how tricky 
a time adolescence is for skipping 
meds, too. 

Of necessity, parents start turn- 
ing over more health responsibilities 
to their children at this age. It’s also 
an age of angst, sometimes rebel- 
lion, and when youths may most 
hate feeling different from their

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friends because of medication, 
special diets or other therapy. 

“It’s a time of so much change 
in these kids’ lives,” says Dr. Marva 
Moxey-Mims, a specialist in pedi- 
atric kidney disease at the National 
Institutes of Health. “It’s very dif- 
ficult when you’ve got a life-threat- 
ening illness to say, ‘Let them make 
their mistakes.’” 

There are few good statistics on 
how many chronically ill kids don’t 
adhere to therapy. But what little 
data exist are alarming enough 
that the NIH’s National Institute 
of Diabetes and Digestive and Kid- 
ney Diseases will bring specialists 
together in September to debate 
the next steps. 

Some studies suggest only half 
of adolescents, on average, proper- 
ly follow treatment steps, says Dr. 
Dennis Drotar of Cincinnati Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. The more medica- 
tions required or the more trouble- 
some the side effects — even, for 
appearance-conscious teens, 
such things as weight gain from 
steroid medications — the worse 
kids adhere.

Even when parents try to keep 
close tabs, “kids are cunning,” 
Drotar notes. “Parents are in a bind 
because there’s pushback.” 

Kabrina Moton, 16, of Cincinna- 
ti knows she’ll start wheezing and 
need her inhaler when she plays 
basketball if she hasn’t taken her 
daily asthma pill. 

Still, “one time I went a whole 
month without taking it,” she con- 
fesses. “It’s just work and school 
and being in and out of the house 
all the time. ... When I would 
think about it, I wasn’t around it 
or I was out and I wouldn’t remem- 
ber later on.” 

Enter text messages. 

Moton says she texts a lot, so it’s 
easy to spot her reminder from the 
clinic at 7 each evening — and, so 
far, she hasn’t missed a dose. 

“It always says, ‘Have a nice day,”’ 
she says. “It makes me feel good

Athletics enthusiasts 
want their ashes to 
be spread at stadiums 

Even though he’s only 37 and 
healthy, Nathan Davis has already 
made out his will. In it, he bequeaths 
money to the University of Alabama 
athletic department and his ashes 
to Bryant-Denny Stadium. 

Davis, whose heavily tattooed 
body is a living tribute to his beloved 
school, wants his remains to become 
an actual part of it. 

“I spell it out in my will,” Davis 
said. “My first choice is to spread my 
ashes at the stadium, second is on 
the Walk of Champions and third 
is on Bear Bryant’s statue.” 

Davis is one of an apparently 
large number of people who feel 
there’s no better place to spend eter- 
nity than the place they cheered on 
the old home team or otherwise cel- 
ebrated their favorite sport. 

A couple years ago, Christo- 


pher Noteboom ran across the 
field during a Philadelphia Eagles 
game scattering his mother’s ashes 
as he went. Noteboom said Mom 
was a big Eagles fan and he couldn’t 
think of a more fitting tribute. 

George Helms’ family had the 
urn holding his ashes strapped onto 
a car at the Las Vegas Motor Speed- 
way, where it rode during practice 


laps. Afterward, they scattered some 
of the NASCAR fan’s ashes over the 
track so he could remain part of his 
favorite sport. 

Although most people tend to look 
for a place of beauty or serenity to 
scatter ashes, said Dr. Amy Dickson, 
an assistant professor of psychiatry 
at the LSU Health Sciences Center, 
some have other criteria.

“For an avid sports fan, the idea 
of having their ashes scattered at a 
place that made them happy might 
be very strong,” she said. “For many 
people, allying with a team is what 
drives their week. Those events are 
what they look forward to and plan 
on, so continuing that allegiance 
after death is just another step.” 

When LSU added onto Tiger 
Stadium, where the football 
team has played since 1924, the 
contractor faced a steady stream 
of fans carrying urns, said Senior 
Associate Athletic Director Herb 
Vincent. 

“It was a very regular thing,” Vin- 
cent said. “The contractor would call 


and say. We’ve got another one,’ and 
it would be someone with an urn 
of ashes they wanted to put into 
the stadium before the walls were 
sealed up. We had at least 40 peo- 
ple ask.” 

In addition, LSU gets several 
requests a year to spread ashes at 
Tiger Stadium, all of which they 
turn down. 

“We feel it might be a little bit 
of a health issue,” Vincent said. 
“After all, we are talking about 
human remains.” 

Rules for the disposal of ashes 
vary among states, although Loui- 
siana has no restrictions of how or 
where they maybe dumped, accord- 
ing to Bob Johannessen, spokesman 
for the Louisiana Department of 
Health and Hospitals. 

“There are regulations for dis- 
posing of bodies, but not ashes,” 
Johannessen said. “There’s no 
health risk involved in ashes.” 

There are other reasons orga- 
nizations discourage the spread- 
ing of ashes. 

“It probably happens, and we 
sort of turn a blind eye if people 
are discreet,” said Rich Dalrymple, 
spokesman for the Dallas Cowboys. 
“But we don’t really feel it’s appro- 
priate. These things have a way of 
turning into elaborate ceremo- 
nies, and we don’t want a stream of 
hearses pulling up to the stadium.”

It’s possible to be

Leave those blinding white sneakers 
out of your summer vacation suit- 
case: Comfortable walking shoes are 
a fashion dilemma no more. 

Not only is it possible to find shoes 
that are both stylish and wearable, 
it’s probable. Shoe designers, man- 
ufacturers and retailers are paying 
a lot of attention to the burgeoning 
category of “ath-leisure” — the indus- 
try code word for what most people 
would call weekend shoes. 

They’re definitely not sneakers, 
says Catherine Beaudoin, of Gap 
Inc.’s online shoe store Piperlime, 
but they incorporate a lot of what 
sneakers have to offer, including arch 
support and rubber outsoles. 

What’s different are the styles. 
Shoes from the likes of Privo, Crocs 
and Aerosoles started off as “comfort 
shoes” but have moved toward fash- 
ion. On the flip side, upscale brands 
Cole Haan and Stuart Weitzman 
have paid more attention to mak- 
ing their fashionable shoes comfort- 


able. Taryn Rose, sold at high-end 
department stores, was founded by 
an orthopedic surgeon determined 
to marry form and function. 

“Everyone is moving to the cen- 
ter,” says Beaudoin, who personally 
favors Privo’s Hop shoe, a breathable, 
lightweight mesh ballet slipper. 

“I’ve been in the business 15 years, 
and in the ’90s, ‘comfort shoes’ was 
a euphemism for matronly orthope- 
dic shoes. No one under 80 would 
be caught dead wearing them,” says 
John Kuehl, women’s 
product merchandiz- 
er for Shoemall.com, 

“but the sneaker gen- 
eration wants to look 
nice and get the com- 
fort they enjoyed wear- 
ing sneakers.” 

According to mar- 
ket researcher The NPD 
Group, fashion-focused 
comfort shoes, along with 
low-performance athletic and 
skateboard shoes, posted the 
highest growth rates last year in 
the $44 million domestic footwear 
market. 

Kuehl says the turning point was 


the introduction of memory foam 
to the mass market about a decade 
ago. The long-lasting cushioning is 
typically used under insoles, and it 
should spring back to its original 
shape after each use, he explains. 

Kuehl says that shoes made 
from a natural fiber upper, such 
as leather, are the traditional go -to 
shoe because it will absorb moisture 
close to the foot and it’s soft enough 
to form to the foot over time. 

At Cole Haan, the emphasis is on 


padding. The brand began using its 
parent company’s Nike Air Technol- 
ogy in 2000, aiming to further the 
goal of comfortable high heels. 

“You will probably wear a high 
heel for a more limited time than a 
flat but you should be able to wear 
it for an hour without complaining 
it hurts,” says design director Paul 
Overfield. “The construction and the 
arch are extremely important, milli- 
meters can make a huge difference.”

Gardening Tips 

Post Garden editor ADRIAN HIGGINS 
was onlineTuesdayto talkaboutthe 
effects of heay winds and rain on 
trees and gardens, whatto do with a 
floppy plant and howto take care of 
seaweed mulch. 

We have a 20-foot sycamore in our 
front yard. It’s been in the ground 
for nearly two years and we took the 
stakes off last year. But the heavy 
winds and the water-soaked ground 
have pushed it to “the east” so it is 
now about 20 degrees off center. 
What can we do? 


It’s still young enough to get it 
upright, which is important because 
the lean will only get worse as the 
tree grows, and as you know, a syc- 
amore will become huge. I would 
knock in a metal stake about three 
feet from the trunk and use a guy 
wire to coax it vertical. Put a sec- 
tion of hosepipe around the wire 
where it touches the bark, to lessen 
any girdling. 

I planted my garden Sunday morn- 
ing and the back part of it was 
underwater for a good part of yes- 
terday (though no standing water 
now). Anything I can do to amelio- 
rate the damage? 

The first thing would be to stay off 
it, to avoid soil compaction. This 


was a lot of rain, so some waterlog- 
ging might be expected. If it is still 
saturated by this weekend, I think 
you would have to build up the beds 
more. Both seeds and young plants 
will rot after a few days in water- 
logged conditions. 

My back yard backs up to a nature 
preserve. Is there an easy solution 
in transitioning from my lawn to the 
weeds in the nature preserve, such 
as a natural border of some type? 
Absolutely, you could plant a margin 
of native grasses or sedge.

based political communications 
company. “There’s some degree of 
taking the time to at least put on 
nicer clothes that gets me motivat- 
ed: ‘OK, I’m ready to go now, I’m 
working now.’” 

While business casual is appro- 
priate at Cafiero’s office, he’d rather 
be overdressed than underdressed 
in case an unexpected meeting aris- 
es with clients, who can range from 
Capitol Hill lawmakers to major 
trade associations. “I have a ten- 
dency, if I don’t know what I’ll be 
doing during the day, to wear a suit,” 
he says. “Maybe I won’t wear a tie, 
but I’ll bring a tie. That way, if I’m 
meeting with someone more formal. 
I’m ready for that. And because I’m 
younger, I tend to dress up more so 
people take me seriously and so they 
don’t think I’m the intern.” 

When Rachel Rosenthal, 30, 


worked on Capitol Hill, she also 
wore a suit every day. Her ward- 
robe relaxed a little when she went 
to work at a D.C. law and lobbying 
firm, where business casual attire 
was acceptable. Now, as found- 
er and president of Rosey’s, a 
D.C.-area personal shopping and 
organization service, she might 
wear anything from dress slacks 
and a sweater when first meet- 
ing with clients to yoga pants and 
a hoodie when organizing someone’s 
basement. 

But even when she’s about to 
get down and dirty with the detri- 
tus of a client’s life, she still puts 
thought into her appearance. “My 
first impression counts,” she says. 
“It’s a professional business, and 
I want to look as professional as 
I can. A lot of people say appear- 
ance shouldn’t count, it should be 
work performance [that matters]. 
In the end, life should be like that, 
but it’s not. Appearance does mat-

ter with careers.” 

But figuring out how to dress for 
success can be difficult these days, 
with so many companies moving 
away from one -size -fits -all rules. 
“Most companies have loosened 
up on dress codes quite a bit,” says 
Deborah Keary, HR director for 
the Alexandria-based Society for 
Human Resource Management. 
“Society seems to be becoming a 
lot less formal than it used to be. . . . 
In dress codes 20 years ago, you’d 
see that women were expected to 
wear dresses or skirts, with hose 


and heeled shoes specified. Women 
would just laugh at such a direc- 
tive today.” 

Thank the tech companies that 
thrived during the heady dot-com 
days for helping to usher in that 
more relaxed vibe. Execs in cargo 
shorts and polo shirts, not power 
suits, oversaw companies that gar- 
nered lots of buzz and huge IPOs. 

So, if it worked for them, why 
can’t it work for everyone? Because, 
it turns out that in the workplace, 
clothes can help make the man (or 
woman). “I’ve been brought in a 


number of times by companies 
that feel they’ve gone too far on 
the informal side of the scale and 
are now trying to make the point 
that people treat each other differ- 
ently when dressed a little more 
formally,” says Nancy R. Mitchell, 
owner of D.C.-based The Etiquette 
Advocate, which provides etiquette 
and protocol training. “When I ask 
about dress -down Fridays, some 
companies are indicating that 
they’re swinging away from that 
now. People are too laid-back and 
relaxed when coming to work that 
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way. It’s almost like they don’t take 
work as seriously that day.” 

“With work, it’s a lot like dating,” 
says Rachel C. Weingarten, author 
of “Career and Corporate Cool.” “You 
meet someone, you size them up, 
and you’re either disappointed or 
impressed. When you’re present- 
ing yourself in a businesslike way, 
people take one look at you and get 
the impression. Wow, he’s capable,’ 
as opposed to. Wow, he hasn’t done 
laundry since October.’” 

The trick is to take a number of 
factors into account when perusing 
your closet in the morning. You need 
to be aware of any fashion no-no’s 
at your office and to think about 
what you’ll be doing that day, with 
whom you might be meeting, and 
what you’d like your appearance to 
say about you. 

“I used to wear form-fitting 
turtlenecks and gray wool Brooks 
Brothers trousers; I thought that 
was a classic D.C. look,” says Raea 
Jean Leinster, 38, president of 
Leaning Star Communications, an 
Arlington-based marketing compa- 


ny. “Now I wear solid, black, wide- 
legged trousers with colored high- 
heel boots. I don’t do a very good 
job of selling myself if I don’t look 
the part of a cutting-edge market- 
ing professional.” 

At XM Satellite Radio’s D.C. 
headquarters, there isn’t an official 
dress code, and the more than 500 
people who work there choose attire 
based on their roles in the company. 
Company executives and attorneys 
might go the suit-and-tie route, but 
those who work on XM’s 170 radio 
channels tend to put their own spin 
on the idea of workplace garb. 

“When you walk the halls of XM, 
you see a little bit of everything,” says 
David Butler, XM’s senior director 
of corporate affairs. “Country music 
disc jockeys in Western wear, rock 
aficionados in concert tees, sports- 
casters in [team] jerseys — it’s a 
good reflection of the variety and 
diversity of XM. There’s a very cre- 
ative vibe here, and I think that’s 
reflected in the way people pres- 
ent themselves.” 

At Alexandria-based RedPeg

Marketing, employee individual- 
ity is also encouraged. “We’re a 
creative company, not a dentist or 
law firm,” says President/CEO Brad 
Nierenberg. “We want some spice, 
some flair, uniqueness. When we’re 
trying to share with clients our cre- 
ative ideas, if we’re all dressed alike 
in the same uniform, it’s tough to 
present that [creativity].” 

But for those who work some- 
where more buttoned-up than 
XM or RedPeg, but not as but- 
toned-up as a law or financial 
services firm, where suits are still 
the norm, choosing what to wear 


can be something of a challenge. 
A vague policy of “business casu- 
al” or “professional attire” can be 
hard to interpret, especially for 
those more likely to pick up the 
Economist than Vogue. 

That’s one reason D.C. -area 
workers are turning to professional 
shoppers and fashion consultants 
for help. Celebs have been using styl- 
ists for years to help them with their 
red carpet looks. (Jennifer Garner 
gave a shout-out to her stylist, 
Rachel Zoe, at this year’s Oscars.) 
And now regular working stiffs 
are getting some assistance with 
selecting the right suit or shoes for 
that important presentation or job 
interview. 

“I’m seeing people choose to 
get dressed up,” says local fashion 
consultant Pamela Burns. “People 
are finding out the only way to get 
ahead is to dress for the next job.” 

“I’m looking for upward mobility 
within my organization, so impres- 
sions are everything,” says Linda 
Diamond, 37, a major accounts sales 
executive for ADP in Rockville and 


a client of Burns. “I’m also one of the 
few females in my position and one 
of the younger folks in my position, 
so looking the part is important. If 
I don’t come across as looking pro- 
fessional, I’m not going to get the 
respect I need and deserve.” 

Leinster enlisted the services of 
Tu-Anh — a local designer and con-

ed for a nightclub or college dorm 
room. “Many places today are a bit 
too laid-back with dress codes and 
want their employees to be comfort- 
able so they can be more productive,” 
says Tu-Anh. “[But] if the employer 
is not specific about it, then it gives 
the employees more flexibility to 
experiment and they get confused 
about what is acceptable and what 
is not. So, it’s best if the employer is 
clear about it.” 

While it’s important for employ- 
ees to follow any company rules 
about dress and to take cues 
from co-workers and others in 
their industry, that doesn’t mean 
they need to make like a Stepford 
wife and completely mimic other 
peoples’ looks. There is still room 
for individuality. 

“I very much want to convey 
that I have a strong personality and 
style,” says Weingarten, who wears 
jackets with interesting details or 
a fabulous pair of earrings to add 
a personal stamp to her outfits.

Event management 
gives a Maryland

“I’m fresh out of college. Let me 
make mistakes now rather than 
when I’m 30 and want to make 
money and start a family.” 

That was Dee Moore’s approach 


after completing a major in fam- 
ily studies and a minor in wom- 
en’s studies at the University of 
Maryland. Like many graduates, 
she was less sure about what to do 
than about her interests: organiz- 
ing, facilitating, working for chil- 
dren (but not teaching). 

That meant abrief stint — during

dren’s leadership and team-build- 
ing projects. Then she moved to the 
foundation of a D.C. charter school, 
working to get it accredited — 

“a powerful experience” but 
not fulfilling. 

“Being so close to 
D.C., it’s easy to do 
public policy,” Moore 
says. She noticed a pat- 
tern, though: She liked 
being the coordinator, “the 
person to go to,” more than the 
subject matter — and hated being 
stuck in an office. 

A Web search turned up 
Stratford University’s event-man- 
agement certificate program. Moore 
called director Alice Conway about 
her problem — she couldn’t quit 
work to take a risk on school, but 
this program might be the right path 
to a new career. Conway invited her 
to try a class; if Moore didn’t like 
it, she didn’t have to pay. 

Why not? Most Stratford class- 
es are held on or near the week- 
end, so Moore signed up for Event 
Coordination and Operations. She 
liked it and kept taking classes. 

“It’s very common to go to school 
here while working,” says Conway. 
She cites Stratford’s flexibility not 
just in class times but in outcomes: 
People come for a degree, a certifi- 
cate or noncredit continuing edu- 


cation. “Many event planners take 
the certificate just to validate what 
they’re already doing,” she says, “to 
have something official.” 

Anyone who knows Washington 
knows that networking is key to 
advancement. Moore stayed in 
close contact with Conway, 
soon noting that she was 
looking for a new job 
— and not in policy. 
Conway referred her 
to a woman whose 
company did something 
in between: planning politi- 
cal events. 

“It’s what I wanted to be doing,” 
Moore says, but the political angle 
didn’t hold her interest. She moved 
again, with Conway’s help, to an event- 
production company, working with 
sets and lights. Weiy cool,” Moore calls 
it, “but I wasn’t creative enough.” 

Meanwhile, she was making her 
way through Stratford’s other core 
courses: event administration (orga- 
nizing and managing people), mar- 
keting (promoting a product or busi- 
ness) and risk management (safety, 
finances and insurance). 

Most event- certificate cours- 
es are offered in Falls Church 
(703-734-5329; Stratford.edu/ 
?page=eventmgmt) and cost less 
than $500. Eighty percent of stu- 
dents are female, Conway says; the 
certificate can be finished in five 
semesters, but many students, espe- 
cially those who work, take longer. 
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Dee Moore counts tickets at an outdoor carnival planned by Talk of the Town. 


Stratford allows two years to fin- 
ish the required 200 hours of prac- 
tical experience, which can be vol- 
unteer work or paid internships but 
not part of one’s regular job. 

Both school staff and the out- 
side experience help students 
launch a new career. Membership 
in the International Special 
Events Society — encouraged for 
students — is another networking 
tool. Stratford alumni have ended 
up in government protocol, cater- 
ing, convention services and cor- 
porate event management; many 
run their own businesses. Salaries 
range from $35,000 to “the sky’s 
the limit,” Conway says. 

Moore joined ISES, complet- 
ed her 200 hours at weddings, 
bar and bat mitzvahs, and charity 
galas, and took electives such as 
entertainment and contracts. In 


her final year, she was ready for a 
new challenge — and Conway heard 
from Talk of the Town, a Rockville 
events/rental company that needed 
a salesperson. Conway again made 
the connection; Moore, now 25, 
started there last spring. 

Talk of the Town handles com- 
pany picnics and school fairs, city 
days and prom parties, anni- 
versaries and religious celebra- 
tions. Employees work at least 
one Saturday per month. April 
through October is the busiest time 
of year, with lots of moon bounces, 
obstacle courses and flavored-ice 
machines; winter brings casino 
parties and indoor galas. Moore 
works with clients on details from 
themes to sound systems to safety 
inspections. 

“The company is growing, and I 
am, too,” Moore says. “I have a plan 


now rather than hopping around.” 
She wants to add full event plan- 
ning — including doing guest lists, 
invitations and catering — to Talk 
of the Town’s services, and its own- 
ers are open to that. 

Meanwhile, she’s called on to 
plan relatives’ parties for free — 
even several states away. One result: 
On her birthday last month, “I went 
to a movie and crashed. 

“People don’t realize it takes 
months and months to plan an 
event that lasts five hours,” Moore 
says. It can take time to plan an 
event career as well. Moore hopes 
to earn ISES certification and own 
her own company someday. For now, 
she’s happy using her skills to make 
clients happy. 

“Not everything in life has to be 
about paying bills,” she says. “Let’s 
have fun.” ellen ryan

Ex-military workers 
find their next step in 
construction trades 

It’s 6 a.m. and Theresa Shackelford 
has shown up at the job site, a half- 
finished office building in Reston. 
She’s here to help the head mechanic 
replace the brake on one of the ele- 
vator motors. The project will take 
almost five hours, and then it’s on 
to the next job. 

After six years in the Army, 
Shackelford, 35, is finishing the 
first year of an apprenticeship with 
the International Union of Elevator 
Constructors. It’s a rigorous educa- 
tion, often tiring and sometimes hum- 
bling, but Shackelford loves the work. 
“It’s physically challenging, but it’s also 
intellectually challenging.” 

Shackelford got the apprentice- 
ship through Helmets to Hardhats, 
a nonprofit that transitions exiting 
service members to construction 
trades. It’s a natural fit, propo- 
nents say, because success in both 
fields involves following orders, 
good learning skills and self-disci- 
pline. Shackelford’s boss, Michael 
Wilton, says he sees an enormous 
difference between his workers 
with military backgrounds and 
“kids just out of high school who ... 
are still out partying. They come in 
hungover all the time, if they show 
up at all.” Not so with Shackelford, 
who hasn’t missed a day. 

Last year, more than 18,000 cur- 
rent or former service members reg- 
istered online with Helmets. At least 
1,550 have ended up in construction 
apprenticeships, which range from 
two to five years and include trades 
such as bricklaying, plumbing and 
carpentry. The organization has 13 
regional representatives, who contact 
job seekers and guide them through 
the application process. 

The rep who got in touch with 
Shackelford was Richie Eckler, a 
Vietnam veteran who has spent 36 
years in the elevator trade. Eckler 
says he talks to 10 to 15 candidates 
every day. Some call from several 
times zones away in Afghanistan 
or Iraq. “They call me at 3 in the 
morning,” he laughs. “They just 
don’t understand.”

But veterans deserve this atten- 
tion, Eckler says, adding that 
he would have appreciated such 
career guidance 40 years ago. 
“When I got out of the service in 
1969, they just said, ‘Eckler, you 
gonna re -up?’ There was no tran- 
sitional assistance.” 

Shackelford was an Army ser- 
geant who was on her way out after a 
long stint in Washington. She discov- 
ered Helmets to Hardhats, posted a 
profile, noting an interest in elevator 
mechanics, and heard from Eckler 
almost immediately. Within a week, 
she had an interview with the coor- 
dinator of the program. 


Shackelford’s starting pay is 
$20 per hour, which is nice, if not 
quite as much as the $45,000 or so 
per year she was making when she 
left the Army. But her income will 
increase until she becomes a jour- 
neywoman in September 2011, when 
she’ll earn about $54 per hour, or at 
least $100,000 per year. 

Former Marine Lance Cpl. Stephen 
Collins, 24, started an apprenticeship 
last summer at the Steamfitters Local 
602 Mechanical Trade School in 
handover. Applying through Helmets 
allowed Collins to bypass much of the 
application process. 

Collins acknowledges that if it 
weren’t for Helmets, “I wouldn’t 
have gotten in yet. They get a lot 
of people that apply for that job.” 

This past Januaiy, the Steamfitters’ 
apprenticeship program drew 880 
applicants for about 150 positions. ‘We 
always save some slots for Helmets to 
Hardhats guys,” says Ron O’Bier, the 
program’s training director. “We love 
them all.” Christina ianzito

life, raising children, having a 
partner, and that’s a mistake. If 
we could see connections between 
these and other parts of life, like 
traveling or volunteering ... all of 
it’s a life work. 

If everyone followed your princi- 
ples, would we still have janitors 
and receptionists? 

I would certainly hope we would. 
These are not bad jobs, really. I 
think a lot of people, at times, would 
love to have a job where they don’t 
have to get an education, where they 
can just show up and leave at the 
end of the day. 

Why do you think so many people 
now get trapped in jobs that they 
hate? 

Most of us probably just look for a 
job that’s going to give us a decent 
paycheck. I don’t think people 
generally think about their jobs 
as having to do with the meaning 
of their lives, so they end up doing 
work that is not in tune with them- 
selves. They may get away with it 
for a few years, but then it begins 
to gnaw at them. 


How can you convince family and 
friends that you aren’t crazy when 
you give up a “good” job for some- 
thing less conventional? 

When you’re living your own life, 
other people are going to be shocked 
and disturbed. They’re, in a hidden 
way, jealous. But we can help people. 
Language is very powerful. We can 
tell people, very simply, “I’m willing 
to take this chance.” 

How can you know when you’re 
making the right choice? 

You can’t. There’s more certainty 
when everyone is telling you you’re 
doing the right thing, or when you 
are making a lot of money. Allow 
yourself time to experiment, to fail. 
You don’t find your life work over- 
night, and you have to forgive your- 
self for failures along the way. 

So, if you love your job, is going to 
work every day a blast? 

It’s important to love what you’re 
doing, but that doesn’t mean you 
enjoy every minute of it. Some peo- 
ple love what they’re doing because 
of what it contributes to the world. 
They can put up with drudgery if 


they’re making a difference. I’ve 
been visiting nurses, and they are 
telling me very intensely that they 
love their work because they’re giv- 
ing something to people around 
them. Yet you can’t say, “I really 
love working with bedpans.” 

Do you think people who aren’t 
spiritual can relate to this book? 

There are obstacles in the way to 
getting to know what spirituality 
is about. It’s usually presented so 
horribly. It’s presented in church, 
where there are so many rules 
and condemnations. Or they get it 
from people who are simplistic and 
naive, in a New Age-y fashion. It’s 
a wonder that anyone is drawn to 
it at all. Get some classic spiritual 


writing, like the Tao Te Ching. It’s 
a spiritual point of view, but there’s 
nothing to believe in. I think belief 
is way overdone. 

What keeps people from chang- 
ing jobs? 

One obstacle is that people are 
invested in a particular career or 
position. They’ve put a lot of time 
into it, and they feel stuck in it. It’s 
very hard to go and start from the 
beginning somewhere. A lot of peo- 
ple who had high-paying jobs in the 
computer industry, it was not what 
they wanted to do their entire lives, 
so they just quit. Those people did 
feel a little inferior about it. “I can 
no longer tell people I have this 
great job, but on the other hand. 


I’m doing what I want to do.” That 
sustains them. 

What could I do today to start 
change? 

Find a friend and talk to them about 
your work, what you feel called to 
do in life, whether you’re actually 
doing it or not. If you talk about 
that today, that would be a big step 
forward. Sometimes you take [con- 
versation] for granted. 

And you write that a life work is 
always evolving. 

It never ends. My father is 95. He 
thought his life was pretty well set 
when he retired at 60. At 95, he’s still 
having an interesting life [begin- 
ning piano lessons and more].
